VIENNA, Nov. 18.—It is reported 
(from Budapest that the King of Rou- 
mania has refused the Hungdrian 
throne. Following the 
d'etat by the former Efmperor Kar) 
Count Bethlen aske dthe Roumanian 
government to send a deputy to settle 
the question of the Hungarian throne. 
‘When an emissary arrived at Budapest 
Hungary made the following demands: 

1. A union of Hungary and Rouma- 
nia under King Ferdinand, with each 
kingdom independent, but their rela- 
tions to each other similar to those be- 
tween Norway and Sweden in the nine- 
teenth century. The kingdoms also to 
be bound by a defense alliance. 

2. Hungary, when King Ferdinand 
was on the throne, to be governed by a 
palatine elected by the Hungarian par- 
liament. 

$. Roumania to restore six districts 
to Hungary—Maramaros, Ugocsa, Tzat- 
mas, Zilgey, Bihar, and Arad. . 

4. Transylvania, which was given to 
Roumania by the peace treaty, to be 
governed by an elected Hungarian 
prince.

Competitive nationalism and the long |-2 
established competitive traditions of 
European diplomacy have gone far to- 
wards wrecking the world; and they Vv 
may yet go far towards wrecking the 
Washington conference. We have all 
got these traditions strong in us, every 
one of us. These traditions, these 
ideas of international intercourse as a 
sort of game to beat the other fellow, 
have as tough a vitality as the appe- 
tite of the wasp which will go on eat- 
ing greedily after its abdomen has been 
cut off. Indeed, some of the represent- 
atives of the powers at Washington 
seem still to be clinging to the ambi- 
tion of finally devouring China, or large 
parts of China—a feast which they will 
not have the remotest prospect of di- 
gesting. 

Talk of Carving China, 

If that sort of thing goes on, @ con- 
tinuation of war preparation, a renewal 
of war and the consummation of the 
social smash now in progress is in- 
evitable. Yet, on the face of that plain 
inevitable consequence, my diplomatic 
friends in Washington go on talking 
about such insane projects as that of 
ceding Manchuria to Japan, right down 
to the Great Wall; of giving Japan 
practical possession of the mines of

JAPAN TO GAIN IN AIR 
WHAT HUGHES PLAN 
CUTS OFF IN SHIPS 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—[Spe- 
cfal.]—Facing a limitation of surface 
naval craft and submarines, Japan 


-is preparing for aeriai warfare on an| 
unpsecedented scale. 

This is the secret of Japan's propos- 
al to be prepared to. approximate the 
tonnage of Great Britain or America 
in “a certain type of vessel for de- 
fensive purposes.” ‘That type of ship, 
it was disclosed tonight, is the airplane 


The Hughes plan allots 80,000 tons 
of airplane carriers to each of the 
American and British navies and 48,- 
000 tons to Japan. Admiral Kato will 
ask the conference to allot nearly 80,- 
000 tons of this strange type of ship’ 
with a flat roof, one of which is capa- 
ble of.carrying hundreds of airplanes. 

There is no limitation on the con- 
struction of naval aircraft in the 
Hughes because of the ease of 
evasion of restrictions by building such 
planes ostensibly for commercial uses 
and converting them to military pur- 
poses afterward. 

The Japanes plan is particularly in- 
teresting in view of the contentions 
of American naval-authorities that the 
Philippines can be most adequately 
defended with submarines and _ air- 
planes. With as many airplane car- 
riers as the United States, Japan 
woyld be well prepared to attack the 
Philippines thus defended.

duct to Calicut.

Judge Anderson once more invites the attention of 
the country in the issuance of an order tending to 
restrain the unionization of the Williamson coal — 
in West Virginia. 

In that part of the order which cuties the “ check- 
ofr” system a serious blow is struck at the miners’ 
union. 

It virtually cuts off the stream of funds which has 


been pouring into the treasury of the union. 

The system as practiced insured to the union the 
prompt payment of dues, as the employers were 
oer with the duty of deducting a sum equivalent 

the dues from each miners wages and turning it 
over to the union officials. 

The operators accepted this duty as part of the 


Judge Anderson seems to find reasonable ground for 
the belief that a conspiracy exists. between the oper- 
ators of union mines and the unions and that the oon- 
sumer is suffering in consequence. i 

The basic reason for the injunction appears to be 

that such action is in the interest of public welfare. 
The “ check-off” system will find few defenders 
among thinking persons. It is a system which is more 
apt to be abused than not, and probably has been. A 
situation might easily develop where a man who 
objected to division of his wages would find himself 
out of a job. A great number of the miners are for- 
eigners or of foreign descent, and the system as prac- 
ticed has all the elements of “ padronism.” 

The payment of dues to a union or te any other 
body is not of itself to be condemned or questioned, 
providing the one who pays does so of his own free 
will. But where the element of force enters, however 
remote, the practices. must be frowned upon. |

CORN PEST RAIDS COOK 
COUNTY GREENHOUSES. 

Greenhouse men around Chicago 
have another pest, the corn ear worm, 
added to their long list of flower des- 
troyers. In writing to THE Trisungz, 
L. L. Heller, farm adviser of Cook 
county, says a recent adviser of green- 
houses in this county by a representa- 
tive of the state natural history sur- 
vey and farm advisers indicates the 
corn ear worm may become quite a 
serious pest to growers of carnations, 
chrysanthemums, and tomatoes, as well 
as to the farmers growing corn, clover, 
and alfalfa. 

These worms, according to Mr Hel- 
ler, moved from the fields into the 
greenhouses as soon as their supply 
of green foods outdoors was exhausted. 
They feed upon the carnatio budn, 
chrysanthemums, and tomato plants. 

The worms deal a deathblow to the 
plants, for as soon as they get into 
the greenhouse they begin to feed on , 
the blossom buds of the flowers. Pick- 
ing the worms off by hand flower 
growers have found to be the most 
successful means of controlling this 
pest. 

The corn ear worm is the larga of 
a moth Heliothis Armiger. From 
two to seven broods a year are pro- 
duced. The farmer always fears the 
brood that comes when his corn is itn 
the silking stage, because this is the 
brood that causes the most injury to 
the ears. They eat the kernels near 
the tip, forming a friendly alliance 
with fungus and ear rot, by opening 
the way for the development of these 
diseases later. Farmers: have found 
deep fall plowing to be effective in con- 


| trolling the ear worm. 


The worms are easily recognized by 
their yellowish to brownish colored 
bodies that are streaked with gray and 
white stripes... When the worm is ma-' 
ture it is about two inches long.
